.Mr. JtjNES reported a lull authorizing the courts 
to grant divorces. The bill having been read was 
rejected. 

A message was received from the Senate, an- 
nouncing the pas.-age of sundry acts and bills. 

Tlie untinislied business of yesterday was then 
taken up; being the report of the committee on 
Propositions mid Greviances, for the removal of the 
county scat of .Mason county. 

3Ir. 31ER1WETIIEK wished to submit a few 
statistic.s to tlie House, which he had prepared upon 
this subject. He had no desire, nor wa.s he able, to 
go into a discus.sion of this bill, but lie would submit 
three statistics to the consideration of the members 
of the Housi-. I 

3Ir. STEVENSON had intended to give a silent 
vote upon this question; but there were .some prin- 
ciples asserted yesterday, wliich he could nut assent 
to. They had reference not to Mason county, or 
Kentucky alone, but to the whole country, and the 
whole world. These principles were, that majorities 
li.ad not an absolute right to determine questions in 
whichthey had an interest. It was a principle, the 
advocacy of which. Lord (,’oke considered the 
brightest jewel in his spendid coronet. It was the 
corner stone of the temple of Liberty. It was one 
of the glorious features which we had caught from 
the mother country. He did not wish to sec it tram- 
pled upon, or denied. What would be the result.s, 
if the gentleman who asserted this doctrine, should 
carry it out? If a majority should not decide such 
questions, what nuniher should be competent to do 
it! Should it be two thirds or three fourths! 

3Ir. S. read from the act authorizing the removal 
of the county seat of Bracken county, and showed 
that in that ca.se the determination of the contro- 
versy was left to the majority of the county. 

lie thought a majority of eight and a half per 
cent, wa.s quite competent. Such a majority in the 
whole State would be decisive on the Convention 
question. 

While he asserted tliis principle, he did not wish 
to hold out an inducement to unsteady legislation — 
he did not wish to sacrifice the independence of the 
lA*gislature. It wa.s their duty to see that while jus- 
tice was done to one party, the other was not 
wronged. But tlic time for Washington to submit 
her grievances had passed. She had submitted to a 
vote, and now she should abide by the decision of 
that vote. 

He next adverted to the record of the vote in Ala- 
son county. From the construction of the act au- 
thorizing the vote, it is evident that the neutral col- 
umn should he deducted from the whole vote. Btit 
since W'ashiugtoii and Alaysville had both assented 
to the submission, he must now consider it hi.s duty 
to decide according to the vote of the county. It 
was to settle excitement in the county, that he was 
induced last year to submit the question to the peo- 
ple: and for that very reason he would now enfixrce 
that decision. 

3Ir. S. alluded to hi.s position in his own county. 
The county of Kenton which he had the honor to 
represent, had been mentioned in the course of this 
discussion. He resided in ('ovington. The Uourt 
House was located twelve mile.-^ from Covington. — 
The question of a removal of the Court Hon.>«e had 
been one of fearful excitement. He had told his 
people that as a representative, he would obey the 
will of the majority, but as au individual, he would 
vote against Covington if it was to he atthe expense 
of social relations and the tics of private life. Af- 
ter some other observations on the subject in gener- 
al, 31r. S. concluded. 

3Ir. DEVEREUX wi.shed to explain the position 
which he took on yesterday. It was, that on a que.s- 
tion involving in its decision, the existence of a lo- 
cal grievance, such as the removal of a scat of jus- 
tice — that unless the grievance does exi.st in fact, 
from evidence shown in the force of a petition, or 
in connection with the petition, or in support of the 
popular vote given, that it is not an abandonment of 
the republican rule of majorities governing to say. 
that in the absence of other proof than the allega- 
tions contained in the vote, or on the face of the pe- 
tition given, showing that the grievance exists — that j 
in the absence of such proof, the major vote is not 
conclusive upon the merits of the question. 

.Mr. DESHA then moved the previous question, j 
Upon the suggestion of 3Ir. WILLI.A3IS, the • 
roll was called, and the SJergeant-at-arnis instructed j 
to bring in tbe absentees. 

The vote wa.** then taken on the final passage of| 
tbe bill, and the ayes and nnes being called, the vote ; 
stood ayes 50 noes 45. 3Ir. WILLI.AMS having 
voted in the alBrmative for the purpo.se of a re-con- , 
sideration, moved a re-conslderation.

! ENLISTMENTS IN THE ARMY, 

j 3Ir. BENTON, from the Committee on Military 
I Affairs, reported a bill to encourage enlistsments in 
the .Army of the United State.s. 

' 3Ir. BENTO.N asked tor tlie immediate consider- 
' ation ot the bill, and his request wa.s assented to 
i unanimously. 

I Mr. BENTON then explained the provisions of 
the bill. There were but two main features. One 
' was tliat the enlistment should be for five years or 
during the war, at the option of the recruit; and the 
other was that there should be paid to each soldier 
j a bounty of twelve dollars, one-liulf to be paid down, 

I and the other half when nu!^tered into his regiment 
for service. 

I Mr. CRITTEN'DE.N said that, in the present 
; state of inl'onnation whicli they had upon the sub- 
j jecl of the war, he should very cheerfully give his 
: vote for this bill. It became somewhat necessary, 
however, that they should know how long the war 
I was likely to rontinue; and with this view he would 
i take the liberty to inquire of the chairman of the 
( 'onimittee on Foreign Relations whether any in- 
formation had been leeeived by this (rovernment as 
I to the result ot the deliberations of tlie Alexican 
Congres.s in relation to the proposition which was 
understood to have been forwarded some time ago 
from this (iovernment for opening negotiations tor 
a peace, and which proposition, they were informed, 
was to be submitted to the Me.'vican Congress at its 
meeting which had taken place some forty davs ago. 

[The chairman of the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations not being in his seat at this moment, there 
was no response to this interrogatory.] 

Mr. CRITTE.NDE.N continued. If it were pro- 
i posed, lie said, to carry on this war for anv length 
j of time, he thought it would be far better to increase 
the army by enlistments tlian to make sudden and 
frequent calls for volunteers. He thought that the 
necessity of the case required that they should car- 
ry on the war vigorously. His sentiments in rela- 
tion to tlie war itself were well known and need 
not be repeated. He regretted the war, he deplored 
it, and wanted to see it ended, and he should vote 
for such inea.sures as seemed best calculated to bring 
it to a speedy and honorable conclusion. And, in 
his opinion, according to the best view that he could 
take of the subject, there were no means better 
calculated to effect this object than to prosecute the 
war with vigor. And so long as he remained of this 
opinion he should he ready to vole for the supply of 
adequate means for its vigorous prosecution. He 
had heard other modes suggested, one of which was 
tliat our army should fall back and take a position 
upon such u boundary as this Government intended 
to adhere to, and leave the Alexicans to act on the 
offensive and to prosecute the war against us or not, 
at their option. He wished he could believe that 
this mode was the one which was most likely to 
bring the war to a speedy and satisfactory conclu- 
sion. But if they were to adopt this course he 
feared that they would be totally at a loss to know 
when the war was ended. It was the sword only 
that could put an end to it; if they were to cease 
from active operations they would be obliged to 
.stand with arms in their hands, ready at all times 
to meet any attack which the enemy chose to make; 
and it seemed to him that a war carried on in this 
lingering sort of way would lead to the worst results, 
as regarded considerations of humanity, or any other. 
He would be obliged to any gentleman who would 
j convince him tliat there was any other mode more 
humane, more economical of expenditures, of bring- 
I iiig it to a close: but until convinced that there was 
I such a mode, and believing that their only alternative 
was to bring it to an end by a vigorous pro.secutioii 
of the war, however deplorable the consequences, 
he was ready to vote for such nieasnre.s as tended to 
promote a vigorous prosecution of the war. 

31r BENTON said, perhaps the honorable Sena- 
tor would be able to answer his own question, when 
informed that there had been no mails received from 
the city of Alexico since the period of the assem- 
bling of the Alexican Congress. A.s the honorable 
Senator contemplated voting for this bill, he presum- 
ed there would be no opposition to its passage, and 
he would ask, therefore, that it be read a third time 
this day. 

Air. .ARCHER said he believed that Senators on 
botii sides of the chainhcr concurred in the senti- 
ments expressed by the Senator from Kentucky, as 
to the propriety of passing this bill; and he was not 
aware that any gentleman would be reluctant to ac- 
cede to the request of the chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs that it be pas.sed this day. — 
An inquiry liad been addressed by the Senator from 
Kentucky to the Cliairuian of the (.'omniittee on 
Foreign Relations, and, as that gentleman was not 
now in his seat.it ixiiglit he proper that some other 
member of the committee should state, as he now 
did, (having the honor to he one of the members,) 
that no communication had been yet laid before that 
committee in relation to the honorable Senator’s in- 
quiry. The proliabilily, therefore, he thought, was, 
that no an.swer had been received by this (Jovern- 
inent. The honorable Senator from Kentucky, in 
announcing his readines.s to support this hill, had 
taken occasion to e.vpress an opinion as to the mode 
in which this war should be conducted. He believ- 
ed there was no Senator on either side who was not 
anxious for au opportunity to express the opinions 
he entertained in relation to the conduct of the war 
heretofore, and the best means to be adopted for 
bringing it to a speedy and honorable termination. 
Butiicdid not think that such opportunity was prop- 
erly aflbrded by this bill. For his own part, what- 
ever opinion he entertained in regard to the origin 
and antecedents of the war, he was determined to 
go as far as any man in yielding all necessary sup- 
plies; but be did not mean to go as far as the Sena- 
tor from Kentucky seemed to have done, and to de- 
clare his views, or even to intimate an opinion, as to ' 
what would be the best inode of conducting the 
war with a view to that result which all so much de- 
sired. 

He did not think it expedient, for many reasons, 
to do so at this time, but would content himself 
with giving his vote for such supplies of men and 
money as he supposed would conduce to the success 
of our arms. 

Mr. ((RITTENDEN. The honorable Senator 
from Virginia, seems to think that I have blunderd 
along in this matter very unadvisedly. 

Mr. ARCHER. Not at all sir. I imputed no 
such thing to the Senator. . , 

Air. CRITTENDEN. I think the gentleman has 
somewhat misapprehended me. I have not expressed 
any opinion, much less committed myself, as to any 
particular mode or project for terminating the war, 
but merely stated that I had heard it suggested Giat 
the best policy would be to abstain from any further 
active contest, and to fall back upon what may be 
desigrrated as the boundary, and there await the 
further action of the enemy. 

After a few further remarks by Messrs. CRIT- , 
TENDEN awl ARCHER, in relation to this point —

THE NEWS FRO^I SALTILLO. 

More of Santa Anna's Movements. — The fol- 
lowing letter, which came to hand alter our edition 
of Suni^y was printed puts to rest all doubt as to 
the factthat advices were expressed from (Jcneral 
Worth, at Saltillo, announcing the march of a large 
.Mexican force towards that place. With what in- 
tentions Santa .\nna has thrown forward men in 
this direction, time only' can solve; but if the force 
has not been overestimated, it may' be his plan to cut 
up our army in detail. 

At the last accounts, (ien. Wool was at Parras, 
about 120 miles, if we mistake not, north of west of 
Saltillo. Our correspondent evidently entertains a 
doubt as to the practicability of his forming a junc- 
tion with Gen. Worth. It would seem good strate- 
P-. on the part of the enemy, to throw a large force 
between Saltillo and Parras, make a diversion with 
a portion of the troops against Gen. Worth, while 
the main body of the army falls upon Gen. Wool. 
Apprehensions that such may have been the case, 
are discernable in our correspondence. If Santa 
Anna had any of the spirit and capacity of the great 
military commander to whom he vain-gloriou.sly 
likens himself, he would have done some such thing 
long before this. Here is the letter; 

Camaruu, .Mexico, Dec. 19 — 12 at night. 

By an expiess last night from Gen. Worth, which 
arrived at half past 1 o'clock, we learn that Santa 
Anna is advancing upon Saltillo and Monterey, as 
is said, with .30.U00 men; and all the available force 
from this place and vicinity is ordered up to those 
points with the least po.ssible delay. At the same 
time a requisition has been received for a large sup- 
ply of ammunition to be forwarded immediately. 
The express from Saltillo arrived at .Monterey on the 
evening of the day Gen. Taylor left that place for 
Monte Morales, on his way to Victoria. He had 
probably made thirty miles from .Monterey with his 
army intended for the occupation of Victoria, but 
this intelligciKe will no doubt cause a counter move- 
ment to sustain Monterey ond Saltillo. 

I do not speak certain, but think Gen, Taylor can 
meet Santa .\nna with 6.000, and not more, as a 
portion of his force under Generals Patterson and 
Pillow, has been withdrawn from hereto hold Tam- 
pico. I know nothing of the defences at Saltillo, 
but Worth is there, and what any man can do he 
can and will. 

It strikes me that if Santa .\nna ha.s the force 
which is rep;.Tted, that it would not be policy to 
bring on a decisive action now at Monterey, but by 
surrounding the place, cutting off supplies and com- 
mutiications, uud detaching a portion of his force to 
attack the depots andconnecting links with the Gulf; 
which must be left weak by the drawing off sup- 
ports for .Monterey and Saltillo; that such would be 
his best chances for success. This depot, for in- 
stance. which is the one from which Gen. Taylor's 
army draws its supplies, is without defences, and I 
am told is to be left with one company of artilcry, 
one company of dragoon.^ (not mounted,) and one 
regiment of Indiana volunteers, and tliere are 
‘•sinews of war’’ enough here to make “the game 
worth the candle.*’ 

From last reports tJen. Wool had not yet formed a 
junction with (»en. Worth; and it is thought by some 
problematical wheth r he would be able to form one, 
in consequence of the advance of the enemy pla- 
cing themselves in a jtosition between the two for- 
ces. I am not advised of the route Gen. Wool’s 
column will takefrom Parras, and therefore can give 
no opinion as to the accuracy of this reasoning; but 
one thing is certain — w e are on the eve of impor- 
tent events, and I think by the next arrival I shall 
chronicle to you matters of stirring interest. We 
will see what we will see.
